Other then that we are all 
really happy with it. 

X: How many were made? Quite a few? 

Jody: I think 200. 

x: I have noticed a lot of people, and bands from 
the Chicago area expreseing their hate for 
Victory. There have been calls to boycott Ton! 

and his records. Do you categorize you band like 
this? 

Jody: Well, I have never really talked to Tony, 
and none of us really don’t know Tony. A lot of 
the people who don’t like Tony have been friends 
with Tony for years. I guess what happened was 
that Tony got to the point were he was so cool or 
Something and tried to rule the world. so I guess 
he just started to act like an ass to everybody . 
This is the story that I have heard anyway. The 
whole thing about him drinking came up, and 
everyone said that was the last straw and everyone 
was like fuck him. He expected everyone to just 
take him back, and I guess not everyone was to hip 
to that. ° 

(Laughter) , 

X: Has he ever shown interest in your band, like 
in signing you or anything? 

Jody: The only thing I ever heard was that he was 
thinking of putting a Chicago band on Victory. 

The most I have heard that he as every said about 
EVERLAST is "Oh aren’t they on Chapter Records?" 
(Laughter ) 
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on. Other then that, it is going really well. 
Everyone is hanging out with each other now. That 
is a big change cause that never use to happen. 

X: I kinda know what you mean, cause when 
EVERLAST and Drown came to play in Milwaukee it 
seemed that some different people showed up for 
each of the bands. 

Jody: Yeah. 

x: %I guess that is because Chicago is pretty big. 
Isn't Evenstan on the north side? 

Jody: Yeah, I live maybe like 10 minutes away 
from Ghram and Dan, Brian lives about 45 to an 
hour from us, and Adam lives like 2 hours from us. 
So it is really hard to practice. 

X: So do you guys practice a lot? 

Jody: No, we haven’t practiced in a month. We 
practice once in a great while. That is another 
thing that is holding this record from getting 
out. We mostly practice at Ghram’s house because 
we can practice above his garage. It is just a 
total pain in the ass. 

X: But, you guys do find time to do it right? 
Jody: Yeah, nahh ewww (Laughter). 

X: With the practicing being so little to you 
guys think you will stay together? 


Jody: Yeah, we will stay together, it is just 
that when school comes up I think we will go 
through some tougher times with keeping the band 
together, but right now there doesn’t seem to be 
any thoughts of breaking up. We just don’t get to 
practice. 

X; So are you guys all in high school now? 

Jody: Me, Ghram, and Brian are still in high 
school. 

X: There has been thought of hardcore becoming 
main stream with bands like Rage Against the 
Machine and Quicksand becoming popular. Do think 
this is going to happen or is it just a worry? 
Jody: It has kinda bothered me, and I can see it 
happen, but I can never see Earth Crisis being on 
MTV. 


X: Do you think it would be bad? 

Jody: I think it would be totally bad. The way I 
see it anyways is that straightedge should stay 
underground. As it is, there is plenty of 
hardcore bands, ex-straightedge bands that are 
doing other things and making hardcore more known. 
Hopefully it will die out except for the truly 
dedicated bands and people. Else this is the end 
the progression. 

X: What did you think about the More Than Music 
Festival? 

Jody: “It gave a lot of people something rad to 
remember. 

X: Did you go? 

Jody: Yeah, it was totally fun. It was the 
rvadest thing. The fact that Frank was able to 
pull that together. If someone would be able to 
do that ever year it would keep hardcore together. 
X: Yeah, am waiting for announcement for this 
year’. Cause if their is I am taking off! 
(laughter ) 

Jody: Yeah, No kidding, I am totally looking 
forward to it happening. 

X: I hope it does. 

Jody: Yeah, there is definitely talk about it. 1 
think it is beyond that planing stages. 

X: I heard it might be in Syracuse though. 

Jody: Ewwe.. 

X: Yeah, that is a 8 hour drive versus a 6 hour 
drive. 

Jody: Yeah, that is quite a haul, but ohh well. 
(Laugher ) 

X: Are any of you guys vegetarian or vegan? 

dody: Yeah, everyone in the band is vegetarian, I 
think Adam was trying to go vegan. Definitely, 
everyone in the band is for animal rights. I am 
working on going vegan, but it is really hard 
because I don’t live on my own. 

xX; I am in the same situation. 

Jedy: Yeah, i can’t go out an buy my own 
groceries. Hopefully someday though. 

X: When I went to the Chicago Shelter show I 
noticed that after the show I saw a lot of kids 
gathering around Ray like he was the hardcore god. 
What do you think about Krishna and the use of 
Shelter to gain members? 

Jody: Personally, I agree with a lot of the 
philosophies behind Krishna, but it is such a 
fucking trap. If you go to a Shelter show you 
will have like 10 Krishna’s their trying to 
recruit members by winning them over with free 
food and shit. I remember when Earth Crisis 
played, and all these Krishna guys came. One of 
the guys previous to becoming Krishna was some 
Greatful Dead loser, but anyways he came wearing a 
Shelter shirt. Mani asked him if he liked 
Shelter. He said, “I thought people would like 
him more if he wore this shirt." All it is, is an 
excuse to preach.
